The efforts of the citizens’ commit- 
lee to settle the telephone rate con­ 
troversy had not been productive of 
definite results late this afternoon, 
but it was stated a basis 
of under­ 
standing had been reached and a set­ 
tlement may be effected before many 
hours. 
It is understood, however, 
that whatever decision is reached is 
onlv temporary as the Indiana public 
service commission has the final voice 
in the matter. 
The committee also 
realizes that correct rates cannot be 
made without a thorough understand­ 
ing: of the methods of operation and 
a knowledge of ail the details that en­ 
ter into the questions of expenses and 
valuation. 
At the conclusion of the hearing: 
Wednesday night the commutes told 
L. C. Griffin ", president of the com­ 
pany, that it would not consider the 
ra te s which he ha*- placed in force, 
and a>ked him if there was any 
chance to reach a compromise. 
If a 
compromise is possible, it was stated, 
the negotiations might be continued, 
but if the company insisted upon the 
rates put into effect July I, the hear­ 
ing would cease without delay. 
Mr. 
Griffitts stated that the commission 
would have final voice in the matter 
and that any rate schedule that might 
be adopted would have to be ap­ 
proved by that body. 
He said that be 
stood on the original proposition that 
if the committee agreed to a tempor­ 
ary rate he would refund to subscrib­ 
ers ane difference if the rate- estab­ 
lished bv the commission were higher. 
On the other hand the company would 
assume the loss if the commission’s 
rates were higher, he -aid. 
John A. Ross, member of the com­ 
mittee, said that he thought the best 
plan of action would be for the p r e s ­ 
ent rates to stand until the commis­ 
sion could act as any compromise ef­ 
fected now might prejudice the city’s 
case before the commission.

Following the presentation of 
figures as to depreciation the mem­

Mr. frriffitts stated that 
the value of the property in 1913 as 
shown by a report of an expert tele­ 
phone engineer was $73,926.03.

preciation, however, is not figured on 
the total appraisement of the proper­ 
ty but on the difference between the 
cost of the material and the amount 
that it would sell for as junk after 
a given period of years. 
The esti­ 
mated useful life of telephone prop­ 
erty is different on the various kinds 
of materials. 
Deducting the so-call­ 
ed junk value from the appraised 
value of the plant the property here 
should pay six and one-third per­ 
cent. on $50,566, according to 1913 
figures. 
The arrival of the conclu­ 
sion as to the amount of depreciation 
percent, followed the presentation of 
many figures. 
The matter of valuation was then 
taken up.

Positive assurance that the High 
street road from the city corporation 
line east for a distance of 2.46 miles 
is to be improved immediately, came 
here today in the form of an official 
notice thai the Indiana state high­ 
way commission will receive bids for 
construction at its office in Indian­ 
apolis on Tuesday, July 15. 
It has 
been expected for several weeks that 
the road would be one of the first in 
the state to In* built under the direc­ 
tion of the new state commission. 
The notice to contractors provides 
that bids will be received on three 
kinds of road"—plain concrete, mon­ 
oliths- brick and bituminous concrete. 
The plan- and specifications for the 
road are on lib* in the office of the 
highway commission in Indianapolis 
and may be procured bv contracts 
upon payment of $5 per set. 
It is understood that the road is to 
la- built eighteen feet wide. 
It is the 
first highway in Hie county to be bu.lt 
under the supervision, of the highway 
commission, 
The engineers for the 
commi"ion recently made a curvey 
of the road and completed prelimin­ 
ary plains for the improvement. 
The notice that the road i> to be 
improved will be welcome news for 
the people of Jackson county as the 
highway to Im* paved is in deplorable 
condition. 
Originally it wras includ­ 
ed among the roads to be improved 
bv the township and bond- for tho 
work were sold in 1915, 
The im­ 
provement of the road under the di­ 
rection of the state highway commis­ 
sion will mean that the work will be 
done without direct expense to the 
township or county. 
It is understood that the Jones­ 
ville road is also to be improved this

Henry Cook Tells of Explosion July 
4, 1854 When Seven Persons 
Lost Their Lives. 


Henry t ook, a retired Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad employee recalled 
today the Fourth of July celebration 
held in this city 65 years ago when 
a spark from a railroad engine fell 
into a powder magazine supplying 
powder for a cannon 
which was 
used in the celebration causing it to 
explode and as a result seven men 
lost their lives. 
The big feature of the celebration 
was the completion of the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad as far west as this 
city. The Pennsylvania railroad ran 
special trains here from Indianapolis 
and hundreds of people came over 
the Baltimore & Ohio. 
It is recalled 
that Meedy Shields, the founder of 
Seymour, entertained over a hundred 
railroad officials and friends at a 
banquet held at his home.

local plant were much lower than on 
any system of this size in this sec­ 
tion of tho state and urged the com­ 
mittee to look into the matter care­ 
fully and 
compare 
local expenses 
with those of plants elsewhere. 
Ile 
also stated that he knew of plants 
that were valued at $40,000 which 
needed a higher rate than plants 
which were valued at $80,000, the 


difference being in It he system of 
management. 
By economical man­ 
agement, he sai<b the Seymour com­ 
pany is able to save at least fifty 
cents per phone for each of its sub­ 
scribers. 
Some interesting figures were giv­ 
en relative to the cost of the plant. 
John A. Ross stated that the original 
com of the plant was $38,837, and 
that it was built large enough to ac­ 
comodate two or three times as many 
subscribers as where first listed. Mr. 
Griffiths stated that he did not know 
what the plant cost an he did not 
have .anything to do with its con­ 
fraction. 
Ile added, however, that 
tile records show that the plant cost 
the amount stated by Mr. Ross and 
that two or three rears after it was 
built extensions and additions were 
made 
at a lost of about $20,000. 
After 
the 
present 
company 
took 
charge, he said, $17,000 was spent 
for equipment. 
When the present 
company considered the purchase of 
the plant it had an expert engineer 
to go over the property to ascertain 
what it was worth, not for rate mak­ 
ing purposes, but for the purpose of 
lixing a buying value for the pro­ 
posed buyers. 
Ile said that the en­ 
gineer produced figures to show that 
the plant was worth about $74,000 at 
that time. 
Mr. Griffith" stated that the pro­ 
posed increase in rates would mean 
about $300 a month additional rev­ 
enue. die further explained that the 
company would lose $100 a month 
on toll commissions under a new con­ 
tract prepared by the Burleson ad­ 
men ist rat ion and that this would have 
to be taken into consideration.
